COLLEGE SITE DECISION DUE ON AUGUST 30

The state board of pub-
lic works is expected to
announce its decision on
the Palos Verdes site for
the area state college on
Friday, Aug. 30.

That was the indication
by Hale Champion, chair-
man of the board, after
Friday’s hearing in Los
Angeles. The board toured
the proposed Peninsula
gite in the morning, then
heard growing protests

from all cities on the Pe-
ninsula, and a presenta-
tion from a Torrance dele-
gation.

Torrance is still seeking
the college and has
high hopes that the Penin-
sula sight will be rejected.
This would necessitate a
new search for a site, but
the only gite remaining
that has even been sug-
gested is the Torrance lo
cation near Sepulveda and

Crenshaw.

The feeling that
public works board
reject the Peninsula loca-
tion has been growing
stronger. Whether the
board will swing to Tor-
rance unknown. It
would be necessary for the
state college trustees, who
have consistently ignored
the Torrance site, to rec-
ommend it before the pub- |
lic works board, could ap-
prove it.
